Analysis of water from wells 
in Vulcan were reoeived which sta¬ 
ted that no objectionable qualities 
were found. No report had yet 
been received of the pumping testa 
maria to shack the pressure of the 
wcAIs. 

The next consideration is a sur¬ 
vey of the town to see if a plan 
for waterworks and sewerage is 
feasible. It was unanimously de¬ 
cided to have the survey made as 
soon as possible. 

. It was decided 1 to print the cur¬ 
few bylaw in the Vulcan Advocate 
and ask the co-operation of parents 
in seeing that it is observed. 

An application by Messras. Ar¬ 
nold for a dtay license was tabled 
pending their receipt of a permit 
from Selective Service. 

It was decided to call for ten¬ 
ders for the collection for the re¬ 
mainder of 1945 of garbage and 
ashes in the town of Vulcan, collec¬ 
tion to be made twice weekly in the 
business section and weekly in the 
rest of the town. The tenders to be 
made on or before July 9. 

Routine business occupied the re¬ 
mainder of the meeting.

Below is Vulcan’s Curfew by¬ 
law. The council asks the co-op¬ 
eration of the parents in seeing 
that this by-law is observed. 

By-lsw No. 19 

1. That the bell on the town 
hall shall be rung every evening at 
8.30 p.m. from September 1st To 
April 1st and at 9.30 p.m. from 
Anril 1st to September 1st. 

2. That it shall not be lawful for 
any child under the age of 16 
years to be on the street, or in any 
public place unless accompanied 
by a parent or guardian, after the 
curfew hour. 

3. Any person or persons found 
guilty of a breach of this by-law 
shall be li. ble to the penalties im¬ 
posed by the bl-iaw* dealing with 
the enforcement of the by-laws of 
the town.

Prime Minister King’s Liberal 
party was returned to power aa 
Canada’s government for a third 
successive term at the election on 
June 11. Although the Liberal 
majority was considerably reduced 
from the 178 out of 245 aaata 
which they held in the House prev- 
ors to the election, it was conced¬ 
ed Monday night that there were 
‘ sufficient sure seats for the Liber¬ 
als to give them a working major¬ 
ity. The 118 straight Liberal mem¬ 
bers will have the voting support 
of 8 Independent Libetals to pro¬ 
vide t e necessary ovtr-all major¬ 
ity. 

The standing in some of the 
closely cont sted seats may yet be ! 
aiiered by the soldier vote which 
.jvill not be released till June 20, 
but little change in general is anti¬ 
cipated. 

Piogresaivj Conservatives In¬ 
creased tl.eir numbers from tha 
pre-election 39 to a present 66. 

The C.C.F. has also ine. eased 
from 10 to 26. 

The Social Credit is increased 
from 10 to 13. 

There are also 8 Independents in 
the new parliament, 8 Independent 
Liberals, 1 Independent Prog-Con., 

1 Independent C.C.F.; 2 Bloc Pop¬ 
ulate and 1 Labor Progressive. 

All party leaders were elected, 
although Prime Minister King had 
stiff competition at Prince Albert 
against the C.C.F. and is out ahead 
by the small margin of 280 votes. 
John Bracken, Prog.-Conservativa, 
was elected in Neepawa, Manitoba 
M. J. Coldwell, C.C.F., was elected 
in his Saskatchewan riding. 

Defense Minister McNaughton 
went down to defeat'jn Qu-Appalls 
Saskatchewan against the Udy 
president of the C.C.F. Revenue 
Minister MacL&ren, whs beaten in 
Quebec by Prog.-Con. But other 
members of Mr. King's cabinet 
were re-elected. C.C.F. was very 
strong in Saskatchewan, giving 
Hon. Jam 8 Gardiner a dangerous 
run an i threatening Diefenbaker, 
Prog.-Con. 

* Alberta remained grimly Social 
Credit, increasing by 3 seats to 
make 13 from tha province but 
not a dent in any other province. 

The Maritimes and Quebec wen\ 
strongly Liberal. Progressive Con¬ 
servatives picked up 46 of Ontar¬ 
io’s 82 seats, gaining 20 from the 
Liberals and one from the lone On¬ 
tario C.C.F. member.

There la a class of society which marks out as vic¬ 
tims all those who are known Uf have a little capi¬ 
tal—particularly those who are Inexperienced in 
business, unsuspecting and trustful. There are con¬ 
stant warnings against Torontp operators and their 
uacrupulous stock-selling methods. But all the male¬ 
factors are not confined to Toronto. They ply their 
contemptible trade wherever a little ready money 
can be scented out, and as a rule they themselves 
live in luxury and are strangers to any honest toil. 

It would seem to be one of the duties of Canadian 
legion branches to be on the alert for any instance 
of exploitation. Before long many of the armed ser. 
vices will be returning home, and many will have 
accumulated a sizeable stake through those years in 
which they risked their lives overseas. 

Although an overwhelming majority of Canadians 
will be heart and soul with the veterans, eager to 
give them a fair deal in any association, there is 
danger from the small element of conscienceless and 
unscrupulous people, whose livelihood comes from 
living off others. Returned men will be in the mar¬ 
ket for purchase of business or to make their capi¬ 
tal increase. They should have some protective 
body which they can consult in advance. They should 
be warned against “get rich quick” schemes. And 
any attempt to defraud a returned man should bring 
fullest publicity and severest punishment.

TARIFFS CAUSE WAR 


Tariffs were not reduced, and the result we know. 
It was said in 1938 that if goods don’t cross fron¬ 
tiers, armies will. And Lord Keynes Said in 1919: 
‘Hungry people do not always lie down and die 
cheerfully.’ 

“Great men are seeing ^clearly that the greatest 
of prosperity, and incidentally of world peace, can 
only be oLtained by expanding world trade. The rea¬ 
son is that with the greatest volume o^intemational 
trade, employment for all would be at its highest. 
The people of the world would have available quickly 
all the surplus foodstuffs that the lands of the world 
can produce. Reasonably well fed people would have 
much less inducement to go to war. These are the 
simple propositions upon which the value of Inter¬ 
national Free Trade rests. ■^T' 

“It is unfortunate that leading Canadians in 
speaking of the importance to Canada of increased 
export trade, neglect to add that the only practical 
method of bringing about increased Canadian ex¬ 
ports is by increasing the import of foreign goods 
into Canada. And these increased imports can only 
be brought in through sharp reduction in existing 
Canadian tariffs. Better still by their elimination.” 


T HE Searle Grain Co. bulletin in advocating free 
world trade, points out that in United States it 
has been officially learned that out of 45 million 
people normally employed in peace time, only two or 
three million were employed in industries which 
benefitted from tariff protection. The remaining 42 
or 43 million were seriously harmed. The tariff sys¬ 
tem not only curtailed foreign trade but cost con. 
Burners of United States hundreds of millions in in¬ 
creased price. “The same thing” continues the bul¬ 
letin “is true in Canada. In 1941 there were 4,196,- 
000 men and women gainfully employed, and only 
16.8% of these were employed in all our Canadian 
manufacturing industries. And not all these indus¬ 
tries enjoy high tariff protection. 

“Besides lowering the standard of living of our 
farmers and all the Canadian people, tariffs in addi¬ 
tion sow seeds of war. Cordell Hull, for instance, 
made a public announcement in 1938 saying ‘It be¬ 
comes only too clear that either excessive trade bar. 
fiers between nations must be reduced, or the pres¬ 
sure of nations to gain access to needed raw mater¬ 
ials and foreign markets by conquest will become 
intensified.’

Export Future 
For Canada 

(Wheat Pool Budget) 

In 1944 when the cash income 
of Canadian farmers reached the 
record figure of approximately 
$1% billion— h.ghest in history— 
the export market in terms of 
farm values represented over a 
third. Dr. G. S. Barton, deputy 
minister. Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, points out that this 
means that Canadian farmers can 
feed from 30 to 40 per cent more 
people than there are in the Do¬ 
minion of Canada. 

In discussing how this surplus 
can be absorbed, Dr. Barton 
slates that the only practical so- 
lut.on is to export same. Even

INCOME TAX 


When the Family Allowances Act was passed, 
Parliament approved the principle that there 
should be no duplication of benefits by way of 
Family Allowances and Income Tax credits for 
the same child.

But for the last six months of 
1945 an adjustment will be made to avoid 
duplication of benefits. The table below shows 
the effect of this adjustment and will enable tax¬ 
payers to determine the extent to which they will 
benefit from Family Allowances.

Edmonton, Dec. 2, 1902 
To Sir John Buzzard-Cholmondeley 
Skookingham Hall, 

Skookingham, 

Leicestershire. _ . 

Dear Father 

Your second cheque for five hun¬ 
dred pounds received. Many 
thanks. Do not be alarmed. I and 
my half-breed wife and little pa¬ 
pooses are not coming over to see 
ycu. I am exceedingly grieved 
that my dear mother is suffering 
nervous prostration and that my 
sisters contemplate entering a 
convent. Cheer the family up by 
assuring them that my poor half- 
breed wife is suffering from acute 
alcoholism and is not expected to 
live. Even as I write an Indian 
medicine man is beating a tom-tom 
by her bedside in an adjoining tent 
to draw away the evil spirits, 
though I fear her system is too 
thoroughly impregnated with spir¬ 
its to yield to treatment. I have 
let the children out on shares. 

Both of your cheques I have had 
cashed in Edmonton, on the out¬ 
skirts of which thriving village we 
sr^ at present encamped. So far 
I have only spent about $600 oi 
your generous remittance, having 
given away most of that in the ful¬ 
ness of my condition to the local 
public housekeeper. It is a tradi¬ 
tional custom of ths country to 
whack up one’s wealth with hotel- 
keepers, and deposit the balance 
not immediately* required in their 
cash registe s for safe-keeping. 

I have materially altered my 
plans as regards investing my 
money in livestock. Being anxious 
to die rich I have decided, after 
prolonged pow wow with my wife, 
to start in the newspaper business 
in Leduc, an alleged town, 20 
miles south of Edmonton.

An ex¬ 
perienced western newspaper man 
tells me that an editor may safe¬ 
ly bank on receiving the same 
frank, hearty, whole-souled wel¬ 
come in • one of these hamlets as 
is accorded a new preacher. The 
new editor is all right till he starts 
collecting the dough. The moment 
he evinces a longing to be. paid for 
his ads his finish can be seen com¬ 
ing down the pike. It is time to 
start moving his plant. 

My newspaper friend tells me 
that the first issue, on account of 
its novelty, is a distinct success. 
Sagacious gentlemen seated on the 
barrels of salt cod say it is a real 
spicy little paper. A large part 
for the rubes as they come in from 
the country and bracing them for 
subscriptions.

In anticipation of the new re¬ 
duced sugar ration most people 
have started making a new ap¬ 
proach to the sugar bowl. Sugar 
coupon 60 does not become valid 
until June 21, and one pound has 
to do the individual for one month. 
That ia four ouncea a week for all 
purposes. 

The June ration brings butter 
coupon 109 valid on the 7th; and 
one coupon each Thursday during 
June. Butter coupons have W lb. 
value. 

On June 21 sugar coupon 60 is 
valid, and also preserves coupon 
57P1. 

There are 20 extra preserves 
coupons, representing V4 pound 
each, provided for purchase of 
sugar for canning. Two became 
valid March 18, eight on.May 17 
and ten will be va'id on July 19. 

The regular preserves coupons 
bring the same restrictions as the 
sugar. Thus on May 17 numbers 
47 and 48 for regular use were val¬ 
id; on June 21 it will be 57 and PI 
that are valid and on July 19, P2 
and P3 will be val d. 

The extra rations for preserving 
that are now valid are 43 and 44 on 
Varch 15; 49 to 66 on May J7, and 
F4 to P13 on July 19.

Couch grass, formerly one of 
Albe"ta’s most troublesome weeds, 
has been conquered by use of the 
one.way disc. By means of this 
implement the infested land is fiv¬ 
er. a shallow cultivat’on which eli. 
minates top growth and starves 
out weeds. The method is both 
economical and effective. In ad¬ 
dition. the roots of the plant are 
left in the ground to decompose 
and add fertility to the soil. 

Cultivation should start about 
the m’ddle of June as stated by 
H. J. Mother. Provincial Super¬ 
visor of Weed Control. The discs 
of the tiller must be sharp and 
the machine pronerly adiusted. If 
a heavy crowth of grass is present 
the field shou'd be mowed before 
cultivation. Six or seven opera- 
t'on* wPh the one-wav d-'sc at in¬ 
ternals of two weeks will kill couch 
r-n«s. In the vea« following the 
field should he seeded to haHey at 
two to two and a half bushels c»r 
acre in order to crowd out we«k. 
ened conch grass plants which 
might, remain.
